My subject is one that you will 
not like very well, but I found out 
a long time ago that the medicine 
we don’t like is the best medicine 
for us. If there is anything that 
throws a coldness over a meeting, 
it is to talk about obedience. You 
can talk about love and Heaven 
and other things, and people get so 
warmed that they shout; but when 
you talk about: obedience, there is 
a sort of coldness over the meet- 
ing. 

Like a man I heard of during 
the time of slavery. He was 
preaching with great power (he 
was a Slave), and his master heard 
of it and said, “I understand you 
dre preaching, and they tell me 
you are_preaching with great-pow- 
er,” 

“Yes,” said the slave. 

“Well, now,” said the master, 
“I will give you all the time you 
want, and you prepare a sermon 
on the commandments and preach 
on the commandments, and bear 
down on stealing, for there is a 
great deal of: stealing on the 
plantation.” | 


The man’s countenance fell at 
once. He said he would’t like to 
do that; there wasn’t the warmth 
in it there was in some things. 
And I have always noticed when 
you come right down to such mat- 
ters, people don’t like to be told 
about them, because it comes a 
little too near home. 


Once I heard about a young 
minister who took the place of 
an old pastor, and he began to 
bear down pretty hard upon the 
sins of the people. A man came 
to him afterwards and said, ‘Look 
here, young man, if you expect to 
hold this* pulpit you have got to 
stop that kind of preaching, for 
the people won’t stand it.” There 
are a good many people who are 
delighted when you talk about the 
sins of the patriarchs, and the 
sins of other. Bible characters, but 
when you touch upon the sins of 
today, that is another thing. They 
say, “I don’t like his style.” No, 
nor his matter either, and --per- 
haps you won’t like this sub- 
ject of obedience. 


We are told that without faith 
it is impossible -to please God, 
and you will find that it is impos- 
sible to please God without obedi- 
ence. Your faith doesn’t amount to 
much. without obedience, “And be- 
ing made perfect, He became the 
author of eternal salvation unto 
all them that obey him,” Eternal 
salvation unto all them that obey 
Him; not all them that feel Him, 


talk to Him, that say, “Lord, 
Lord,” but them that obey Him. 
Eternal salvation means eternal 
safety. 


All But the Heart of Man 
beys God 

Did you ever notice all but the 
heart of man obeys God? If you 
look right through history, you 
will find that this is true. In the 
beginning God said, “Let there 
be light,” and there was light. 
“Let the waters bring forth,” and 
the water brought forth abundant- 
ly. And one of the proofs that 
Jesus Christ is God is that He 
spoke to nature, and nature o- 
beyed Him. At one time He spoke 
to the sea, and the sea recognized 
and obeyed Him. He spoke to the 
fig tree, and instantly it withered 
and died. It obeyed literally and at 
once. He spoke to devils, and the 
devils fled. He spoke to the grave, 
and the grave obeyed Him and 
gave back its dead. But when He 
speaks to man, man will not obey 
Him; that is why man is out of

Is Its Use a Sin? 


As I prepared to answer this 
man’s honest question, I felt that 
many would appreciate the same 
question answered honestly and 
kindly from the Bible. So here are 
some scriptural reasons that con- 
vince me it is a sin to use tobacco. 

1. Jesus is our Example, and I 
do not believe that Jesus would 
use tobacco. We should follow 
Jesus’ example in being baptized, 
for He said, “Thus it becometh 
us to fulfill all righteousness” 
(Matt, 3:15). So we should live 
as Jesus lived. Again the Bible 
says, “For even hereunto were ye 
called: because Christ also suf- 
fered for us, leaving us an ex- 
ample, that ye should follow his 


steps” (I Pet. 2:21). Then Jesus 
said, “As my Father hath sent me, 


even so send I you” (John 20:21). 
He said also, ‘‘The works that I 
do shall he do also” (John 14:12). 
And again the Bible says, “Let 
this mind be in you, which was 
also in Christ Jesus” (Phil. 2:5). 
These Scriptures prove beyond a 
doubt that every Christian should 
try to follow in the footsteps of 
Jesus and live as Jesus ‘Would live. 
If Jesus would not use tobacco, 
then it is a sin for us to use 
it. I cannot imagine Jesus smoking 
cigarettes, having cigarette stain 
on His fingers or having tobacco 
juice on His chin and smelling as 
tobacco users smell. However, do 
not take my word for it, but read 
your Bible and pray and see if 
the Holy Spirit leads you to be- 
lieve that Jesus would use tobacco. 
If Jesus would do it then you have 
a right to use tobacco. If Jesus 
would not, then you do not have a 
right to use it. It is a sin for us 
to do anything that is too dirty 
for Jesus to do. 

2. I believe it is a sin to use 
tobacco because it defiles the body 
which is the temple of the Holy 
Spirit. The Holy Spirit lives in

Those 
who think they. are too good to 
raise money for God’s cause are 
ever so much different from the 
inspired Apostle Paul. Paul wrote 
to the Corinthian Christians,

9:14), He said, “Now concerning 
the collection for the saints, as I 
have given order to the churches 
of Galatia, even so do ye. Upon

God wants obedience 
and He will have it, or else there 
will be no harmony. In the first 
epistle of John, we read, “And 
the world passeth away, and the 
lust thereof, but he that. doeth the 
will of God abideth forever.” He 
says in another place that if we 
keep His sayings we shall never 
die. The world is like aj floating 
island and as surely aS we anchor 
to it, we will be carried away by 
it.

“Suppose you should come to 
me and say, ‘Papa, I love you,’ 
and then run off and disobey me, 
could I believe you?”

“Well,” continued the father, 
“how can I believe that you love 
God when I see you every day 
doing things that He forbids?”’ 
“If ye love me, keep my command- 
ments.” 

It isn’t a matter of feeling or 
picking out things we like to do, 
but it is doing what He commands 
us to do. Now notice, Adam lost 
everything by disobedience, and 
the second Adam gained every- 


thing by obedience. “For as by 
one man’s” disobedience, many 
were made sinners, so by the 


obedience of one, shall many be 
made righteous.” 


To Obey Is Better Than 
Sacrifice 

Let me call your attention to 
another portion of scripture, 
“And Samuel said, Hath’ the Lord 
as great delight in burnt offer- 
ings and sacrifices as in obeying 
the voice of the Lord? Behold, 
to obey is better than sacrifice, 
and to hearken than the fat of 
rams.’ God doesn’t want sacri- 
fice, if there is disobedience. If we 
are living in disobedience to God, 
that is no sacrifice, it is sacrilege. 
If Adam and Eve had obeyed God, 
there would have been no need 
of sacrifices of any kind. Many 
men want to bring Him a sacri- 
fice, instead of obeying Him. 
What does your work of charity 
amount to, if you are not obedi- 
ent? Do you think that you can 
gain Heaven by sacrificing your 
money or your time? “To obey 
is better than sacrifice.” 


Suppose a father sends his boy 
to school and he plays truant. He 
Says, “I don’t want to go to 
school,” and he goes off and fishes 
all day. 
very fond of trout. He says, “I 
know I have been disobedient, but 
{ can sell these trout for fifty 
cents, and I will just take them 
home to my father. It will be a 
great sacrifice, but it will please 
my father.” Do you think that 
will please him? Not by a good 
deal: He wants obedience, and un- 
til his son obeys, his sacrifice is an 
abomination. 

The sacrifices of the wicked are 
an abomination to God and man. 
Don't let any man deceive him- 
self and think he is going to 
please God by giving something to 
Him when he is living in disobedi- 
ence, 

Men say to me, 
gainst that gambler but he is 
very good to the poor,” and they 
think he is going to merit Heaven 
because he is good-to the poor. 
“God will have to remember him.” 
My dear friend, as long as he is 
living a disobedient. life, he can- 
not do a thing to please God. That 
boy cannot please his father until 
he is willing to obey and do the 
very thing he was told to do. 
It is much easier to bring a lamb 
or ‘bullock to the altar than it is 
to bring ourselves. 

Do you know it? I remember 
hearing a story about an Indian 
who wanteé to come to the Lord. 
He brought his blanket, but the 
Lord wouldn’t have it. He brought 
his gun, his dog, his bow and ar- 
row, but the Lord wouldn't have 
them: but at last he brought him- 
self and the Lord took him, The 
Lord wanted him. What the 
Lord wants is not what you have 
got, but yourself, and you cannot 
do a thing to please God until you 
surrender yourself to Him. 

Take the two Sauls. They lived 
about 1,000 years apart. One start- 
ed out well and ended poorly, and 
the other started out poorly and 
ended well. The first Saul got 
a kingdom and a crown; he had 
a lovely family (no. father ever 
had a better son than Saul had in 
Jonathan); he had the, friendship 
of Samuel, the best prophet 
there was on the face of the

John the Baptist in Prison 
Encouraged by Jesus

2 Now when John had heard in: 


the prison the works of Christ, he 
sent two of his disciples, 

3 And said unto him, Art thou 
he that should come, or do we look 
for another? 

4 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Go and shew John again 
those things which ye do hear and 
see: 


5 The blind receive their sight, 
and the late walk, the lepers are 
cleansed, and the deaf hear, the 
dead are raised up, and the poor 
have the gospel preached to them.

Compare this with Luke 7:19- 
23. Luke adds verse 21, telling of 
miracles done in the presence of 
the messengers. 


John the Baptist had continued 
preaching after he baptized Jesus 
and after the Saviour began His 
public ministry in Judea (John 3: 
22-24). Then Jesus left Judea and 
went into Galilee, evidently be- 
cause He did not wish to take any 
of the glory from John’s marvel- 
ous ministry (John 4:1-3). How- 
ever, just at that time John was 
cast into prison and that, too, was 
a reason for Jesus’ leaving Judea 
and going to Galilee (Matt. 4:12). 
The ministry of Jesus in Galilee 
has been studied from Matthew 
4:12 on down to this chapter. 
Meantime, John the Baptist had 
been imprisoned by Herod because 
of his bold denunciation of Herod’s 
sins, among others that he had 
taken his brother’s wife (Matt. 
14:3-5; Luke 3:19, 20). 

In prison John the Baptist be- 
came discouraged. This is the 
hardest temptation Christian 
workers face after the stress of 
a great revival campaign is over. 
There is a natural letdown. See 
the case of Elijah after the Mount 
Carmel experience (I Kings 19: 
1-18) and God’s tender care of 
him. Abraham, the great man of 
faith, doubted and went down into 
Egypt in time of a famine (Gen. 


] 


—oO | 


12:10-20). Pavid, after great de« 
liverances from Saul and great 
promises, became discouraged and 
doubted and went down to the 
Philistines (I Sam. 27:1 and all 
of chapters 27, 28 and 29.) John 
the Baptist in prison, with no 
chance to preach, hearing of 
secondhand rumors and gossip 
concerning Jesus and His mins 
istry away in Galilee to the North, 
doubted whether He was the Son 
of God which ha John, had already 


}proclaimed Him to be (John 1:15- 


18, 29-34, 36). Do not blame John, 
Jesus did not. When he doubted, 
he did exactly right; he sent to 
Jesus for evidence and got it. 

Let every Christian take coms 
fort in the weaknesses of these 
great men of God. God still merci- 
fully watched over them, encour 
aged them, proved Himself ta 
them. Discouragement and doubt 
are often the products of nerve 
tension and fatigue. But if you 
ever doubt, just take your doubts 
to Jesus and give Him a chance 
to prove He is all He claims to be, 
all you ever hoped Him to be, 
Charles H. Spurgeon has a wons- 
derful lecture on ‘The Minister’s 
Fainting Fits’ or “When @ 
Preacher Is Downcast.” 

The messengers saw the mir« 
acles mentioned in verse 5 and 
departed and told John, John nev- 
er was released from prison, but 
we know he died in faith, rease- 
sured and comforted by the Savs- 
iour’s testimony that He was ins 
deed the promised Saviour, and by 
the testimony of those who heard 
and saw the marvelous signs acs« 
companying the Lord’s ministry, 

Remember that the Lord is al- 
ways willing to prove Himself to 
honest people troubled by doubts 
and His word is, “CCome and see” 
(John 1:39; 1:46; 4:29; 7:17).

earth; and yet he lost the friend- 
ship of Samuel, lost his crown 
his kingdom and his life, all 
through an act of disobedience, 
God took the crown from his 
brow and put another man in his 
place. Why? Because he disobey- 
ed. All his kingly dignity and pow- 
er could not excuse him. 

Now take the Saul of the New 
Testament. When God called him 
he wasn’t disobedient to the hea- 
venly vision, and he was given 
a heavenly kingdom. One act of 
obedience, one act of disobedience. 

The act of obedience gained all, 
and the act of disobedience lost 
everything. And so you will find 
right through the Scriptures this 
is taking place constantly. I believe 
the wretchedness and misery and 
woe in our American cities today 
comes from disobedience to God. 
If they won’t obey God as a na- 
tion, let us begin individually. Let 
us make up our minds that we will 
do it, cost us what it will, and 
we will have peace and joy. 


A Blessing or a Curse 


In the book of Deuteronomy, 
we read, ““‘Behold, I set before you 
this day a blessing and a curse; 
a blessing, if ye obey the com- 
mandments of the Lord your God 
which I command you this day; 
and a curse if ye will not obey 
the commandments of the Lord 
your God, but turn aside out of 
the way I command you this day, 
to go after other gods, which ye 
have not known,” Isn’t that en- 
forced? A man who serves God, 
isn’t the blessing of God resting 
upon him?

Napoleon said of Him, 
Emperor of love.” 

_Renan said of the Saviour, “He 
was the greatest among the sons 
of men.” 

They applauded Him but they 
didn’t love Him and never wor- 
shiped Him. We must not be de- 
ceived by mens’ pious platitudes. 
Even while they praise Him, they 
plunder His Person. They rob 
Him of His Deity. We must make

Any who carefully study the 
question soon. realize that the 
Master made. gigantic. claims. 
Again and again He said that He 
was the Son of God with power 
in the sense that no other ever 
was or ever could be. Christ un- 
doubtedly made colossal claims 
and He measured up to them. 
Men with modern phraseology 
would say, “He delivered the 


: goods.” 


When Thomas stood in the up- 
per room and cried in Christ’s 
presence, “My Lord and my God,” 
Christ didn’t rebuke him, Christ 
commended him. 

Without a semblance of apology 
to the Jews, He placed Himself 
above everything which they 
deemed precious and sacred: He 
put Himself above the prophets, 
above Moses, above the Sabbath. 
He stands surrounded by His foes 
and makes one of His mightiest 
statements, “Had ‘ye ‘believed 
Moses, ye would have believed me: 
for he wrote of me” (John 5:46). 
Two thousand years before He 
stepped upon the stage of human 
history at Bethlehem, Moses took 


the

looking at the congregation he 
said, “If Jesus Christ was only 
mortal, He was not the purest and 
the best, but He was the -worst 
of men; He was a systematic 
blasphemer; and as God has made 
blasphemy a capital crime, the 
Jews did right to condemn and 
crucify Him. Richard Fuller was 
right. 

He was Lord of life or lord of 
liars. He was deity or deceiver. 
He was Master or maniac. We 
must crown or crush Him, We 
should give Him the lie or give 
Him our life. We ought to serve 
Him or spurn Him. There is no 
middle ground, no neutrality, no 
other alternative. We must crown 
Him King or spurn Him altogeth- 
er. Blessed be God, many of us 
can testify and say of Him, 


Jesus wondrous Saviour, 
Christ, of kings THE KING; 
Angels fall before Thee, 
Prostrate, worshiping; 
Fairest they confess Thee, 
In the heavens above, 
We would sing Thee fairest, 
Here in hymns of love.

Christ certainly made colossal 
claims. He said that He was the 
water of life, the way of life. He 
Said He could lift mens’ burdens 
and give them bread. He claimed 
to be the Shepherd Saviour, If 
He wasn’t all this, then He was 
either deceived or a deceiver. If 
He was deceived, then He was 
ignorant; and if He was.a deceiv- 
er, then He must have been an im- 
postor. 

Is it not strange that an ignor- 
ant impostor who lived about two 
thousand years ago and died upon 
a malefactor’s cross should have 
such strange power, even in this 
age, to mold and master the lives 
of men and women? Certainly 
Peter was right when in answer 
to Christ’s question, he replied, 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God.” 

Richard Fuller was right when, 
in the midst of a sermon, he sud- 
denly stopped and looked up to 
Heaven for a moment and solemn- 
ly said: “O Saviour! forgive me if 
in order to expose the impiety 
Which seeks to tarnish Thy name 
I stain my lips with language 
Which my soul abhors.’’ Then

His language speaks loudly of 
His Lordship. Anticipating Christ 
we read in the Psalms, “Grace is 
poured into thy lips” (Ps. 45:2). 
“His mouth is most sweet:. yea, 
he is altogether lovely” (Song of 
Sol. 5:16). “And all bare him 
witness, and wondered at the 
gracious words which proceeded 
out of his mouth” (Luke 4:22). 
Even. His enemies said, “Never 
man spake like this man” (John 
7:46). He spoke, and still speaks, 
words of forgiveness, rest, and 
peace. It is more profitable to sit 
for five minutes at the Master’s 
feet and listen while He speaks, 
than to sit for a life time at the 
feet of the wisest of the earth. 


What Shall We Say of the 
Perfect Pattern of 
His Life? 

He walked the pilgrim path 
with never a stumble. He walked 
the world unsullied. It is said of 
Him prophetically, “Thou art fair- 
er than the children of men” (Ps. 
45:2). Yea, he is ALTOGETHER 


whene’er He 


LOVELY” (Song of Sol. 5:16). In 
every detail of His life He was 
perfect. 

Sometimes children are bewitch- 
ingly exquisite, and sometimes 
awful. Even a man’s grandchil- 
dren aren't ALTOGETHER lovely. 
The tailor will testify that all men 
are a little lopsided. All have one 
shoulder a little lower than the 
other. All are off balance. 


Some men are so nice that they 
can’t be truthful. Others are so 
truthful that they seem to find it 
difficult to be nice. “He is alto- 
gether lovely.” 

Every man has his good points. 
Christ has them all. He cannot 
be compared with the best of men, 
but only contrasted. When His 
enemies challenged His words or 
works, He never recanted, modi- 
fied, or retracted. 

He forgave the sins of. others, 
but had none of His own to con- 
fess or to be forgiven. Once He 
said, “I do always those things 
which please him” (John 8:29). 
Even after the microscopic exam- 
ination of the ages, His critics can 
find no flaw in Him. In Him were 
no defects and no excesses. It is 
more easy to add a tint of beauty 
to the petal of a rose or a touch 
of splendor to the radiant beams of 
the rising sun, than to add any 
luster to our Lord. 


“All thy garments smell of 
myrrh, and aloes, and cassia, out 
of the wory palaces, whereby they 
have made thee glad.”—Ps. 45:8.

the body of every Christian. The 
Bible says, “But ye are not in 
the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so 
be that the Spirit of God dwell 
in you. Now if any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ, he is none 
of his” (Rom. 8:9). That means 
the Holy Spirit. Again, in I Cor- 
inthians 3:16, 17, the Scripture 
says: “Know ye not that ye are 
the temple of God, and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you? If 
any man defile the temple of God, 
him shall God destroy; for the 
temple of God is holy, which 
temple ye are.’ This body then, 
if you are saved, is the temple 
of the Holy Spirit of God. God 
will destroy any man who destroys 
His temple, the Christian’s body. 
If you are saved, a child of God, 
then your body belongs to the 
Spirit and He dwells there. If you 
sin against Him by defiling this 
body, then you will shorten your 
life and will not only destroy the 
body but are likely to destroy your 
influence and _ happiness, 


Paul says, “‘I beseech you there- 
fore, brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your BOD- 
IES a living sacrifice, holy, ac- 
ceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service’ (Rom. 12:1). 
I believe if one sincerely offers his 
‘body altogether for the service of 
Christ, he will see that the use 
of tobacco hinders that service 


and offends the Holy Spirit. First 
Corinthians 6:19, 20 says, ‘““What? 
know ye not that YOUR BODY is 
the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own? 
For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your 
BODY, and in your spirit, which 
are God's.” Does tobacco smoke 
coming out of your nostrils glorify 
God in your body? Does the smell 
of tobacco on your body offer a 
good testimony for Jesus Christ? 
We well know that tobacco stunts 
the mind of the growing boy and 
girl. It hinders the athlete. It 
sometimes makes mothers unable 
to nurse their babies. Many phy- 
sicians believe that pipe smoking 
sometimes causes cancer of the 
tongue, mouth or throat. In some 
cases, tobacco affects the lungs, 
causes hardening of the arteries 
and affects digestion, according to 
the best physicians. In my min- 
istry I have known literally dozens 
of men to quit tobacco because 
they felt it would please God. In 
practically every case they im- 
mediately began to gain weight, 
digestion was better, and general 
health and disposition were better. 
I say, this has been proved true 
in dozens of cases that I know 
about personally. Anything that 
so harms the body as tobacco -does 


must grieve the Holy Spirit who 


makes that body His temple and 
commands that we do not defile 
the body. Since your body belongs 
to God and you are commanded 
to glorify God in your body as 
well as your spirit, and since the 
blessed Holy Spirit abides there 
if you are a Christian, I believe 
it is a sin to use tobacco. 


3. F believe that the use of 
tobacco is a sin because it hinders 
a Christian’s influence. If a man 
has no conscientious scruples of 
his own about the use of tobacco, 
then since he is a Christian, he 
should consider the conscientious 
scruples of other people for whom 
Christ died. In I Corinthians 8:9- 
13 Paul, the inspired apostle of 
God, says: 


“But take heed lest by any 
means this liberty of yours become 
a stumblingblock to them that are 
weak. For if any man. see thee 
which hast knowledge sit at meat 
im the idol’s temple, shall not the 
conscience of him which is weak 
be emboldened to eat those things 
which are offered to idols; And 
through thy knowledge shall the 
weak brother perish, for whom 
Christ died? But when ye sin so 
against the brethren, and wownd 
their weak conscience, ye sin 
against Christ. Wherefore, if meat 
make my brother to offend, I will 
eat no flesh while the world stand- 
eth, lest I make my brother to of- 
fend.”

Some years past we stood. in 
the Water Street Mission in New 
York City.

York 
Church in Jerry’s day said that 
McAuley had more power for God 
than all the preachers in New 
York. 


There are multitudes even in 
this day of doubt and drift to 
whom Jesus is “the altogether 
lovely one and the fairest among 
ten thousand.” 


And those who find Thee find a 
bliss, 
Nor tongue, nor pen can show; 
The love of Jesus, what it is 
None but His loved ones know. 


What He has done: for others 
HE CAN DO FOR YOU. What do

is wrong, or if you cause them 
to be discouraged and lose confi- 
dence in your Christianity, then 
it is a sin. Verse 9 shows that your 
liberty may became a “stumbling- 
block to them that are weak,’ 
and that would be a sin. Verse 12 
says that “when ye sin so against 
the brethren, and wound 
weak conscience, ye sin 
Christ.” I know a 
preachers who use 
every case where it is known it 
is a stumbling block. Many moth- 
ers say, “I do not want my boy to 
follow after such a preacher.” 
Some Christians say, “If it is all 
right for Brother So-and-So, it 
is all right for me.” And ‘Jost 
sinners say, “‘What is the use of 
being a Christian if a preacher 
smokes just as lost sinners “do?” 


I know it would be harmful for 
my six daughters to use tobacco. 
But if I usé tobacco, then my 
example would teach them that 
there is no harm in it. So many 
girls and women do smoke these 
days that it is very likely some 
of mine would if they saw their 
daddy smoking. My wife now 
nurses our baby girl two months 
old. (Written November, 1937.) I 
know it would be harmful to the 
health of mother and child if my 
wife used tobacco. But if it is all 
right for me, it is all right for 
them, I am accountable for those 
about me. I believe it is a sin for 
a Christian to use his influence in 
a way that will cause others to 
sin. 


There is nothing in the Bible 
that justifies a double standard 
of morals. What is good for a 
wife is good for her husband 
morally. If a woman should keep 
herself clean, then so should a 
man. If little children would be 
harmed by tobacco, then so would 
adults. I have heard preachers 
denounce women for smoking, ‘but 
the same preachers thought there 
was no harm in men smoking. A 
double standard is not of God but 
is a part of this present wicked 
world. 


Christian, you are accountable 
for your influence, and if you sin 
against the brethren and wound 
their weak consciences, then you 
sin against Christ. If using tobacco 
has a bad influence on others, then 
it is a sin. If it causes others to 
use tobacco, when they should 
not, it is a sin. If it wounds and 
offends the cofisciences. of others 
who think you do wrong, and so 
discourages them and causes them 
to lose confidence in you, then 
that is a sin. 

4. I believe the use of tobacco 
is a sin because it enslaves the 
will and puts one in a yoke of 
bondage to the lust of the flesh. 
One of the ways you.can know 
sin is by the way it enslaves. The 
use of tobacco grows as a habit 
until one is not fre@ to leave it 
alone. The thirst f alcoholic 
liquor grows until th abit of 
drink is most difficult td break. 
The use of morphine, heroin or 
other narcotics is the same way. 
The habit becomes so fastened on: 
one that it enslaves the will, and 
a poor victim is often unable to 
break the habit without special 
help from God.

The 
whole mind is poisoned and defil- 
ed, and one is put in bondage to 
his lust. All these are illustrations 
of the way sin works. And the 
use of tobacco works the same 
way. It grows upon a man until 
his will is enslaved. That, to me, 
is definite proof that the use of 
tobacco is a Sin. 


In Romans 6:12 we are com- 
manded: “Let not sin therefore 
reign in your mortal body, that 
ye should obey it in the lusts

thereof.” To be controlled by the table 
lusts and desires of the fleshly ile,” 
nature is a sin. Multiplied millions ign 
of people are enslaved and con- Belon; 
trolled by their tobacco habit. hens! 


Jesus said in John 8:34, “Verily, “ae. Bid 
verily, I say unto you, Whosoever 
committeth sin is the servant of 
sin.” If you have become enslaved 
by some habit, you are not en- 
slaved by righteousness, but you 
are enslaved by sin. 

Did you notice that the enslave 
ment of habit is always in sinful 
matters and never in righteous 
matters? No one ever got in such 
a habit of praying that he could 
not stop praying. No one ever got 
in such a habit of being honest 
that it made a slave out of him. 
No one was ever in such a habit 
of loving God that he loved God 
too much. No one ever got in such 
a habit of attending church or 
winning souls or helping others 
that he was enslaved by it. What- 
ever enslaves your mind, your 
will, your body so that you cannot 
control yourself and _your désir es, 
is evidently a sin. : 

The Bible does not mention to- 
bacco. There was none of it in the a 
Bible lands. It was not known 
when Christ lived here on earth 
and when the Bible was written. 
It came into,use among the white 
people only when they got it from 
the Indians, after the discovery 
of America. So the Bible has no 
law against tobacco, but as Paul 
said in I Corinthians 6:12, “All 
things are lawful unto me, but 
all things are not expedient: all 
things are lawful for me, but I 
will not be brought under the 
power of any.” We are under 
grace, not under law, but every 
Christian should say with Paul, 
“T will not be brought under the 
power of any” enslaving habit or 
drug or lust of the flesh. The en- 
slaving power of tobacco is such 
that its use is a sin. 

5. I believe the use of tobacco 
is a sin because that is the con- 
sensus of opinion among the most 
spiritual and useful Christians. 
The Holy Spirit seems to have led 
the best Christians to agree on 
this point. I realize that there are 
many saved people who love the 
Lord and who use tobacco. But 
usually they are not the most 
useful Christians, not the greatest 
soul winners, not the best Bible 
students. A few great soul win- 
ners are said to have used tobacco, 
but the greatest of them did not 
use it. Those who did use tobacco 
would doubtless have been far 
greater if they had quit tobacco. 
One of the greatest evangelists

of a few years ago who held re- 
vivals in America used tobacco. 
One day a mother brougHt her son 
to the evangelist and told how 
the little fellow had said, “Mother, 
Dr. uses tobacco, so why 
can't I?” The evangelist quit and 
after that he won far more souls 
than before. Moody, Torrey Chap- 
man and Sunday did not use to- 
bacco. 


I have talked to good Christians 
who use tobacco, useful men who 
love God; but almost invariably 
they admitted to me that their 
consciences told them it was 
wrong. My father was such a 
Christian, a devout and useful 
man, a soul winner. We believe 
that tobacco hastened his death; 
certainly it hindered his influence, 
Equally certain it is that others 
began the habit following his 
example, Yet he was so convinced 
that the habit was wrong that he 
punished his sons if he found them 
using tobacco and would have 
nearly died of shame if one of his 
daughters or his wife had smoked 
a cigarette. The practice of Chris- 
tians does notealways show forth 
the mind of God. But the con- 
sciences of spiritually minded, 
useful Christians is more likely to 
reflect the will of God. And on 
this matter of the use of tobacco, 
the consciences of enlightened, 
spiritually minded Christians is

will not have a pastor who uses 
tobacco. Many, many churches, 


like my former pastorate in Dal- 


las,..Texas, will not have a Sunday 


School teacher who uses tobacco. 


The great Moody Memorial 
Church in Chicago, and many, 
many others, will not receive a 
member except on agreement that 
he does not use tobacco. The en- 
lightened, spiritual consciences of 
millions of Christians say that the 
use of tobacco is wrong. They 
must have come to this conclusion 
by the leading of the Holy Spirit. 
It is hardly likely that most of 
the best Christians in the world 
are wrong on this subject. 


In many, many cases the Holy 
Spirit deals so clearly with people 
that they give up tobacco as soon 
as they are saved without a word 
from any preacher or anybody else 
on that subject. I have known 
many who threw away their cigar- 
ettes as soon as they were con- 
verted. I have known many others 
who, when drawn very close to 
God in a revival, turned from the 
use of tobacco and confessed it 
as a sin though no one else had 
mentioned the matter. In such 
cases the Spirit of God must have 
spoken to their hearts. I say, I 
think the use of tobacco is a sin 
and that the great majority of 
spiritually:minded Christians upon 
quitting tobacco have reported 
that they have had the leading 
of God’s Spirit on this question. 

Many, many Christians on quit- 
ting tobacco have reported that 
they felt nearer to the Lord than 
ever before, felt that the Holy 
Spirit was pleased with the de- 
cision they had made. 


6. I believe that it is a sin to 
spend money for tobacco which 
ought to be spent for something 
more useful, as is so often the 
case. Monday of this week a man 
came to me to borrow a dollar. He 
said he was in actual want, had 
nothing to eat. The man professed 
faith in Christ in our services and 
I baptized him. I believe he is 
honest-and really was hungry. I 
gave him the dollar which he 
promised to pay back Saturday 
night since he was to go to work 
on Wednesday. But the: odor of 
tobacco on his breath was very, 
very strong. Without money to 
buy meals, yet he smoked. Surely

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it is a sin to use anything that so 


enslaves a man, and surely it is a 


sin to use money for indulging 
the tobacco habit when the money 
is sO badly needed for food. 


A few months ago a family was 
brought to our attention as being 
in dire need. They could not buy 
milk for the babies, the father 
told me; yet he had been spending 
money gotten from some relief 
agency for tobacco. I believe that 
was a sinful misuse of money. 


But those are not extreme cases. 
[I know hundreds of people who say 
they cannot afford to tithe and 
yet they use tobacco. They can- 
not help the Red Cross and yet 
they buy tobacco, They have no 
money for missions, none for re- 
ligious literature, and yet they 
have tobacco; The average church 
member in America who uses 
tobacco spends more money on 
that than he does-on all the work 
of Christ. Millions and millions of 
dollars are burned up in cigarettes 
by people who claim to be Chris- 
tians, and yet there are millions 
of heathen who have never heard 
the gospel because no missionary 
was ever sent! Money used for 
tobacco does no good, and it 
usually does positive harm. If men 
must give account for every idle 
word, then surely they must 
give an account of every misspent 
dollar. The use of money by a 
laborer to buy a pack of cigarettes 
every day is evidently the same 
kind of sin as the use of money 
by millionaires to waste on race 
horses and yachts and champagne 
suppers, Jesus on this matter 
commanded us to “make to your- 
selves friends of the mammon of 
unrighteousness’ (Luke 16:9); 
that is, to lay up treasure in 
Heaven by the way we use money. 
No man does that with the money 
that is spent for tobacco. 

7. I believe it is a sin to use 
tobacco. because of doubt in your 
heart when you use it. The man 
who asked me if it.was sin evi- 
dently had some doubt, at least, 
whether it was pleasing to God 
for a child of God to use tobacco. 


If there is a doubt in your 
heart, then it would certainly be 
a sin for you to use _ tobacco, 
for the Scripture says, “And he 
that doubteth is dammed [held 
guilty of sin| if he eat, because 
he eateth not of faith: for what- 
soever is not of faith is sin” 
(Rom. 14:23). If you cannot use 
tobacco in the full faith that it 
honors Christ, then you ought not 
to use tobacco. If you do use it 
without that faith, you sin. Is 
there a doubt in your heart as 
to whether the use of tobacco 
would. please Christ? Is there a 
doubt in your mind whether or 
not tob&co defiles the body or 
enslaves the will? Do you feel 
without doubt that Jesus would 
use tobacco if He were. here?’ Do 
you doubt whether you should use 
money for it? Do you doubt about 
whether it will hurt your in- 
fluence? If you use tobacco, doubt- 
ing whether it pleases Christ, then 
it is a sin, “for whatsoever is 
not of faith is sin.” 


Very prayerfully I have given 
you Bible evidence on this ques- 
tion: Is it a sin to use tobacco? 
I believe that it is. Most of the 
spiritually minded people of the 
world agree that it is. The Scrip- 
ture seems clearly to teach so. 
I urge you to sum up those argu- 


‘ments and weigh them carefully. 


(1) It is a sin for Christians to 
do what Jesus would not do since 
He is our example, and surely 
Jesus would not use tobacco. (2) 
It is a sin to use tobacco be- 
cause it defiles the body which 
is the temple of the Holy Spirit. 
(3) It is a sin to use tobacco be- 
caues it hinders a Christian’s in- 
fluence. (4) The use of tobacco 
is a sin because it. enslaves. the 
will and puts one in a yoke of 
bondage to the lust of the flesh. 
(5) The use of tobacco is a sin 
because the Holy Spirit has made 
that the consensus of opinion 
among the most spiritual and 
useful Christians. (6) It is a sin 
to spend money for tobacco which 
ought to be spent for something 
more useful as is so often the 
case. (7) It is a sin to use tobacco 
if we doubt whether it is right. 


Read the Scriptures mentioned 
in this article. Then go to the 
secret place of prayer and lay 
the whole thing out before God. 
Ask Him for His guidance. If you 
really surrender your will to 
Him, really long to do what will 
please Him, and put His will first, 


then you will know without a 
doubt. Do not sin against Christ, 
against weak Christians and grieve 
the Holy Spirit. Ask God to help 
you, and lay that habit on the 
altar today. 


If God uses these Scriptures 
and the reasons mentioned here 
to convince you of the sin of 
using tobacco, and then if He 
helps you to quit it, will you kindly 
write and tell me so? It will 
comfort my heart and I will 
earnestly pray for you. 


How to Quit Tobacco 


If you are a Christian and use 
tobacco, you ought to quit. Pos- 
sibly you want to quit. If you 
want to quit badly enough, then 
you can, God will help you. In 
I Corinthians 10:13 we are told: 


“There hath no temptation | 
taken you but such as is common 
to man: but God is faithful, who 
will not suffer you to be tempted | 
above that ye are able; but will 
with the temptation alse make 
a way to escape, that ye may 
be able to bear it.” 


If you want to quit tobacco, 
do the following: 

1. Confess that the use of to- 
bacco is a sin. It is. Using tobacco 
defiles your body, which is the 
temple of the Holy Spirit of God 
which dwells within you (I Cor. 3: 
1G, 243: 2. .Cor.- $28, An. You 
know that is a sin. Using tobacco 
sets a bad example before others. 
You do not want your girl, your 
mother to smoke cigarettes; prob- 
ably you do not even want your 
boys to. What is wrong for them 
is wrong for you and is sin. Admit 
it, confess it to God. Using tobacco 
will cause young Christians to 
stumble; it will hinder your in- 
fluence over lost people; it will 
grieve the Holy Spirit of God. 
Jesus is our Example, and you 
do not believe that He would 
use tobacco if He were here today. 
The only way to deal successfully 
with the tobacco habit is to admit 
that that habit is wicked, that 
it is a sin against yourself and 
others and against God. Confess 
to yourself, then confess to God, 
and to your family and others. 
who know you use tobacco, that 
it is wrong, a sin, and that you 
ought to quit it. Remember that 
“He that covereth his sins shall 
not prosper: but whoso confesseth 
and forsaketh them shall have 
mercy” (Prov. 28:13). Uncover 
that filthy habit today before 
God, confess that it is a sin! And 
we are promised that “if we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and 
to cleanse us from all unright- 
ness” (I John 1:9). We are com- 
manded, “Confess your faults one 
to another, pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed’ (James 
2:16). When you.confess that the 
use Of tobacco is a sin, you judge 
your sin, put yourself on the 
side of God and enlist His aid 
in your fight. If you do not 
admit it is a sin, you will not quit 
tobacco. 

2. Treat the habit as a sin. 
Quit it; quit it now; quit it for- 
ever! People do not quit stealing 
by tapering off. A fallen woman 
does not quit her wicked, hellish 
trade slowly, a little at a time. 
No, if to use twenty cigarettes 
a day is a sin, then to use one 
cigarette a day is a sin. Do not 
taper off, but quit it now. Treat 
the habit as a sin if you want 
God to help you. It is a deceiving, 
enslaving habit. To use one 
cigarette is to surrender to Satan 
on that matter and to dull your 
own conscience and to break down 
your own will power. Don’t do 
it! Some men try to quit tobacco 
like the boy who cut his dog’s 
tail off one inch at a time so it 
would not hurt! Brother, it doesn’t 
work. Quit it all at once, and 
forever, as a wicked sin that dis- 
pleases God, hurts yourself, hin- 
ders Christian joy and service; 
a sin to be avoided, confessed 
and forsaken. 


That would mean that you 
should tell your companions and 
friends frankly that you intend to 
quit, that you Know you ought 
not to use tobacco.- Do not linger 
around where people smoke. Do 
not put yourself in temptation. 
Treat the matter as a sin, and 
you can break the habit with 
God’s help. 


3. The next thing to do is to 
pray. Pray hard; pray in earnest; 
pray fervently. If there is any- 
thing between you and God,. ask 
Him to remove it. Ask Him to 


take your body which belongs to 
Him and to consecrate it to His 
own service. A Christian ought 
to be “a vessel unto honour, 
sanctified, and meet for the mas- 
ter’s use, and prepared unto every 
good work” (II Tim. 2: 21). 


Remember that God has prome 
ised a way of escape. He has help- 
ed millions to quit every kind

4. The use of tobacco is a habit. 
There are certain little steps in 
the habit that have to do with 
your hands, your pocket, your 
mouth. All right, build a. sub- 
stitute for the habit. Everytime 
you want a cigarette, reach in 
your pocket for a piece of gum, 
take off the wrapper, put it in 
your mouth, and chew it a little 
bit.

If you have not trusted Him, 
will you give Him your heart to- 
day? Don't try to clean up out- 
side without a new heart inside. 
“Man looketh on the outward ap- 
pearance, but the Lord looketh on 
the heart” (I Sam. 16:7). Remem- 
ber that “God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in

him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life’ (John 3:16). If 
you will trust Him today as your 
Saviour, trust Him to change your 
heart and forgive your sins, how 
glad I would be to hear it!
